A groat deal of groundless apprehension 
over congressional action la disappearing 
before

reality. 
The actual convening of the first 
regular session of the "3rd congress la far 
leas alarming than 
anticipation 
of 
the 
•vent. 
The fact la, however, distasteful It may 
be to some congressmen 
that 
President 
Roosevelt still is the whip hand In national 
government. 
He enjoys that position by 
virtue of the still strong popular mandate 
to lead which he was given by the country 
a year ago 
last 
November. 
That same 
mandate, by Implication, forces congress to 
support him. 
It is not likely that the 
President 
will 
find it necessary in the next few months to 
broaden 
his 
legislative interpretation of 
what he bas described as the new deal. He 
•ffforis will be devoted largely to stabilis­ 
ing policies already In existence.

mistrust banks, the amount tends to In­ 
crease. 


There Is therefore, earnest speculation 
concerning the reason why postal savings 
accounts have Increased In size and num­ 
ber since last March. Confidence in banks 
is supposed

care of the government. 
Funds on deposit 
in the postal system amounted to f 1. 1HJ*.- 
000,000 at the end of November. 
The limit on deposits is $2,600, which is 
the maximum amount that can be guaran­ 
teed umler the new bank deposit Insurance 
plan. 
Portal savings deposits draw simple 
interest at a 2 per cent rate, which may be

private banks.

tors under the deposit Insurance plan. 
Postal wavings funds are protected direct­ 
ly by the government. 
An Interesting part 
of the protection consists of the fact that 
when postal savings money is redeposited 
In private banks the government takes ag

power. Thus, besides an enormous national 
reserve, the money is guaranteed by the 
taxes of its depositors. 
If the bank deposit 
plan can prove itself more attractive than

Washington conference of 1921-22, France 
balked at limitation of submarines.

The conference did frame 
• treaty restricting

submarines 
against merchant vessels, but the treaty

Nations cannot be regulated by major!- 
- ties in international conferences. Unauim- 
Hp hj^equlred. 
The most effective way of 
getting on record in favor of peace without 
courting consequences lias become the In­ 
clusion of a proviso that all nations agree 
to the same proposition. 
Nothing could be 
safer than to promise 
to 
abolish arma­ 
ments if all other governments agree to do 
the same thing. 
That Is one of the tricks 
of statesmanship which has been practiced 
so often, It has become trite.

New York City s commissioner of health, 
Dr. Shirley W. Wynne, has made a discov­ 
ery of general Interest in connection with 
repeal.

Analyses of 26 brands of whisky offered 
for legal sale In New York disclosed that

IS 
could 
pass 
as 
whisky. 
They 
sold for $5 50 a quart aud up. 
The remain­ 
ing 12, selling for $3 ami $3.60, were com­ 
posed, Dr. Wynne reports, "of less whisky 
than any self respecting bootlegger would 
put In a blend, together with alcohol, rve 
flavoring, coloring m atter and water." 
This is worth considering because it prob­ 
ably constitutes a sound basis for suspicion ! 
of most of tho legal whisky that will be 
made 
available 
throughout 
tho 
United 
States. 
On snap Judgment It may he put 
down as evidence that the whisky trust Is 
cutting capers the very in taut of its re­ 
lease. 
Instead of responding to repeal of 
the 18th amendment with decency, spirits 
manufacturers are Intent on victimizing 
their customers. 
But Isn’t there something more to con­ 
sider? 
Granted that much of the whisky 
being offered for sale and including that 
which Ohio will be purchasing Isn t fit to 
drink, Is there a reason for it? 
By trying 
to meet the demand with an Inferior pro­ 
duct are distillers 
proving ungrateful to 
the kindness that has been doue them? 
They made no secret of tho fact that 
there isn’t sufficient good whisky in Hie 
county to meet 
tho m arket’s needs. 
Al­ 
though knowing there would be a shortage, 
the federal government kept up tile bars on 
imports 
pending 
ratification 
of the 21st 
amendment. 
There was nothing for whisky 
interests to do hut make the most of their 
situutlou. 
Employing the comforting term 
"blend," they stretched the available supply 


a s far as possible. 
The result I; bathtub 
whisky, successor to bathtub gin. but en­ 
joying legal status aud paying the prescrib­ 
ed taxes. 
Competition will boost quality eventually, 
as 
well 
as 
reduce unreasonable prices. 
Americans may not know the taste of good 
whisky, but they are well acquainted with 
variations of bad whisky and they know 
what they can pay. 
Chaos is following re­ 
peal, but how could it have been avowed?
